Returns for income tax for the pres- 


ent! year must again be made by the 
citleens of the Territory during the 
month of July. Treasurer Wright has 
sent out such notices to all the As- 
sessors of the Islands, and "By Au- 
thority" advertisements are published 
for* the first time today- 


Citizens of the Territory whd paid 


their Income tax last November under 
projtest, expecting to secure a refund 
of their money when the Supreme Court 
knocked out the' law, were disagree- 
ably surprised when that body upheld 
the action of the Legislature in Its 
more Important details. 
Then hope 


ar«se again when the commercial bod- 
ies of the city announced their inten- 
tion of appealing to the- United States 
Supreme Court, attorneys 
assuring 


'them that the statute would undoubt- 
edly be killed in the highest court of 
the land. The failure to perfect the 
appeal has, however, left the law still 
•n the statute books and Treasurer 
Wright is going ahead on tne sound 
theory that the law is good until prov- 
en otherwise. The notices published to- 
day that returns must again be made 
will come as a rather unwelcome sur- 
prise to, the people who believed that 
the income tax paid in November 
would be the last collected (at least for 
a year), as the Supreme Court of the 


-. United States • would declare the law 


invalid. 
No appeal has been taken, 


though It would not be surprising if 
such action would now be taken. 


The income tax hits Oahu Island the 


hardest, as the returns for all sugar 
plantations must-be made to Assessor 
Pratt in this city. Last year the col- 
lections in Honolulu were $252,311.71, 
which was nearly one-third of the to- 
tal tax collected on the island. The 
tax collected on Oahu from all sources 
last year was $922,8^2.01, and the tax 
officials expect the total to be larger 
this year. They anticipate, however, 
a reduction in the amount of the in- 
come tax collections, because of the 
fact that a numbeV of the plantations 
have been rather Backward in the mat- 
ter of paying dividends this year. Slack 
business and lower rents is also given 
by tfficials as a, .reason why the In- 
c«ne tax returns will be smaller this 
year than before. 


Though the 2 per cent tax is assess- 


able only against persons receiving an 
imeome »f mere than J1000 per annum, 
returns must be made to the Assessor 
hy all persons in the Territory receiv- 
ing an income In excess of $600. This 
will include the majartty of people in 
the Jslamds and the Assessors promise 
to hare a busy time during the month 
•f July when all returns must be in.

Section 5. Every corporation doing 
business for profit In the Territory 
shall make and render to the assessor

THE CONSULATE 


Following the Cathedral service, Brit- 


ish residents, the Consular corps and 
citizens'generally were received at the 
residence ot His Britannic Majesty's 
Consul, W. R. Hoare, 'on King street, 
near Plikoi. The Consul was assisted 
in his pleasant duty by the Vice Consul, 
Mr. Francis M. Swanzy. It was at 11 
a. m. when the Hawaiian Government 
Band, under the leadership of Kappel- 
melster Berger, struck up "God Save 
the King," and all heads were bared. 
The Consul was on the porch at the 
first burst of the martial strains, but 
at once went into the reception hall, 
where he and the Vice Consul stood 
during the two hours devoted to the 
greetings. Among the first to arrive 
was Governor Dole, attended by his 
staff in full regimentals. These were 
Adjutant-General Soper, Captain Ke- 
nake. Captain Hawes and Captain Ath- 
erton. 
Pleasant greetings were ex- 


changed by the Governor with the Con- 
sul and congratulations offered. - The 
guests passed from the reception hall 
into the Consul's office, where a spread 
of salads, sandwiches, lemonade, punch 
and cigars was In readiness.

tries were present, besides local offi- 
cials and representative men of the Ha- 
waiian Islands.

Judge Estee adjourned court at 10 


o'clock yesterday morning became of 
Coronation day. All United States of- 
fices In both the Judiciary and Capitol 
buildings were closed at noon in com- 
mon with the majority of Territorial 
offices, as a further mark of respect to 
King Edward of Great Britain. 


"We will adjourn for the "d'ay," said 


Judge .bstee yesterday morning after 
the bailiff hau convened court as usual. 
"We will do this for two reasons, first, 
because we haven't anything on the 
calendar, and second, while this Is an 
American court and we are in an 
American Territory, H is but meot ana 
proper to adjourn when a sister coun- 
try is celebrating such an event as the 
coronation of the King today. Ameri- 
can people are -a people of progress and 
It is appropriate that, we recognize in 
some 'manner an epoch in the history of 
a great English speaking nation, of 
which we were once a part. 


"There are a great many English 


people In these Islands and we are in- 
terested In the prosperity of everyone 
here, and we may take note of this, 
their festal day, -by adjourning In hon- 
or of the occasion and recognizing the 
blessing of peace which has now come 
with the cessation of the Boer war." 


The Judge referred also to the prog- 


ress of America as a nation, and its 
part in educating the English people to 
Its own standards. He mentioned the 
attention being paid by the nation as 
a whole to other nations, citing as In- 
stances the recent unveiling of the 
monument to1 Rochambeau in Wash- 
ington, over one hundred years after 
France had through him rendered as- 
sistance to the United States in throw- 
Ing off England's yoke. The President 
and the members of the United States 
Supreme Court attended these ceremo- 
nies and in the opinion of t*i» }udge 
there was no reason why thi.- A j.3 not 
proper. Only a short time before the 
unveiling ceremonies and the- visit of 
;he French Commission to the United 
States, Prince Henry of Germany had 
visited the country and been every- 
where received with consideration and 
honor. When the Americans celebrated 
the Fourth of July in London the Eng- 
lish people took a kindly interest in the 
celebration, even though it was in rec- 
ognition of the secession from Great 
Britain. 
"It is but natural that the many 


Englishmen here take a deep interest 
In the coronation of King Edward," 
added Judge Estee. "They love and 
honor tbeii> rulers in the same man- 
ner that we respect our Presidents, and 
it is but natural that they should be 
proud of this event and anxious to cel- 
ebrate it. They are among the best 
citizens of the Islands and there can 
be no reason why we should not Join 
in some way in this coronation cele- 
bration. Americans as Americans have 
no cause to be jealous of England or 
of any sister nation, particularly those 
of the great English speaking race. It 
is but proper and just and weU that 
w e .should express ' our 'hope for the 
welfare and progress and peace of a 
nation like Great Britain."

Another attempt to secure the release 


of DomingiB Ferreira, now serving: a 
fiVQ years'sentence in Oahu j)riaon, 
was made 'before Judge Gear 'yester- 
day. The departure of Gear and Davis 
for Hilomade the hearing yesterday an 


over until July 15th, Ferreira ib the 
meantime having his liberty 
under 


bond of $4000.

In the petltlon,vflled yesterday, Fer- 


reira claims that-he is held under the 
old mittimus, and that his arrest was 
without legal authority, being: made 
"•without a new conviction, since Gear's 
last order of release. 
The question 
raised now will not be heard by Gear 
alone, according to the announcement 
he made from 'the bench yesterday. He 
stated that all three Judges would hear 
the matter, as he had requested Judge 
Robinson and Judge Humphreys to: sit 
with him. 
There was a long sparring match in 
court over the question of a return. 
The order, had onlyx been received by 
the Attorney General a half-hour be- 
fore the hour for its return, and conse- 
quently the necessary papers had not 
been" drawn up. The petition is ad- 
dressed to both High Sheriff 
Brown 
and Jailor Henry, and both men ap- 
peared in court with the 
prisoner. 
Deputy Attorney General^Cathcart ap- 
peared for the Territory, and asked for 
a continuance until such time as he 
could prepare the return. 
Davis was, 
willing enough to grant this but Gear 
was not, stating that though the Su- 
preme Court had established the prece- 
dent, he did not think it legal to release 
a man on habeas corpus, upon giving 
ball, until the return had been mafle. 
Cathcart replied that he had hot had 
sufficient time to prepare the return, 
and as the court intended to leave for 
Hilo at noon, the matter would go over 
anyway until his rettrrn. as Gear stat- 
ed that he would hear the matter, and 
would not'let it go before •'another 
Judge. Cathcart then said that the re- 
turn was under preparation by Mr. 
Douthltt, and would be filed during the 
day. He consented to the release of 
the prisoner on giving $4000 bail, Davis 
Joining in the request for .the continu- 
ance, as he also desired to' le^ave for

After reciting the 
facts_ In regard to the former convic- 
tion and release on habeas corpus, the 
return says: 
"That thereafter, on said 18th day of 
June, 1902* the said Domingla- Ferreira 
was rearrested by the high sheriff of 
said "Territory, under and by virtue of 
the judgment, sentence and decree of 
this court, certified copies of which are 
hereto attached and made part hereof, 
that at the time of said rearrest as 
aforesaid, duly certified copies of the 
judgment, sentence and decree of this 
court had been furnished and supplied 
by the proper officer ot this court to 
said Arthur M. Brown, high sheriff, 
and to said William Henry, keeper, of 
Oahu prison, aforesaid, and that said 
Arthur M. Brown and said William 
Henry hold and detain said Domlngis 
Ferreira under and by virtue of the 
same and under and by virtue of the 
Judgment, sentence and decree of thta 
court." 
Ferreira's ball bond was signed by 
his brother and by Fred Harrison.

Ernest K.' Puni then discussed with 


great .insight the effect of the know- 
edge of a trade upon the young men 
eaving college. He showed the line of 
information and practice which each 
student must have at his finger ends, to 
enable him to expect to take a place 
in some skilled trade. He said that 
there was better remuneration in such 
employment that in clerkships and also 
that many men who tried clerking af- 
ter leaving school had later taken up 
the following of some profitable trade, 
the foundation for which was laid at 
school. 


Perhaps the most remarkable paper, 


as indicating the trend of thought cul- 
tivated by the institution was ttjat of 
Daniel S. K. Pahu, who writing on the 
subject of "Country Life for Hawa- 
ilans," touched upon the future of the 
people and the hope that lies behind 
the turning to the soil of the Hawa- 
iian people.. 'He said in part. 


"The Hawaiian people are nature's 
children, born and bred; yet how many 
of us have, been enticed from the coun- 
try tto the cities, of which we knew 
nothing so short a time ago, exchang- 
ing the freedom, the health and the 
beauty of the country for the restric- 
tions, 
the disease and ugliness of 
cramped quarters in the town. 


"City life is artificial at beat, and we 
Hawalians have lived natural lives for 
so many generations- that our very ex- 
istence is threatened by the competi- 
tion, the disease, the temptation, and 
the extravagance of the town. 


"Civilization In its truest sense has 


ever appealed to us. with all the fer- 
vor of >which we are capable, to be- 
come true men and women, but it must 
be along lines of naturalness.

Volcanic Dost Ship. 


The oddest ballast, probably, ever 


carried by any ship was that brought 
,nto port here a day or two ago by the 
British emigrant ship Lena, Captain 
William Syson Nlbbs, says the New 
York World of June 8. 


The ballast- consisted of seven tons 


of volcanic dust from Mont Pelee aHd 
La Soufriere. 


The Lena belongs to James Nourse 


of London and is used to transport 
coolies from Calcutta, India, > to the 
sugar plantations of the West Indies! 


On the afternoon of May 9, the Lena 
ay off Barbadoes, about to sail in bai- 
ast for New York. Six bells of -'the 
afternoon watch had just rung out on 
the still tropic air when a deafening 
explosion, as of a hundred powder mag- 
azines Ignited at once, shook the whole 
vessel.
